Contracts for $166,342 in 


Work Virtually Let, 


No Money in City 


Coffers

The city of Madison is facing one 


of the critical periods in its history. 
With $166,342 -worth of street im- 
provement contracts virtually let to 
Madison contractors for the 
1921 


program by the 
common council, 


comes the refusal of'E. F. Bum, 
city auditor and .comptroller, to 
countersign any of the contractors' 
checks, making them payable, until 
the council finance committee 
as- 


sures him that there will be money 
provided to meet-the situation. 


At the special meeting of the 


council Wednesday night, aldermen 
declared the situation "critical," and 
City Clerk 0. S. Norsman declared 
he could not see where the money is 
coming from. 


There is only one possibility. The 


finance committee will be forced to 
raise the rate of interest accruing 
on street improvement bonds from 
the present rate, 5 per cent, to 6 
per cent.- A.year ago, the street 
program far exceeded anything ever 
heard of in this city, and contracts 
were let to th» extent of 1M23.000. 
The local market was "flooded" with 
street bonds, approximately fl8,000 
of which are still unsold. 


There is no market, .for 6 TMT cent 


'bonds in Madisor and Mrl Norsman 
said it is doubtful if even 6 per cent 
bonds .will sell .in sufficient .number 
to .provide; enough funds -to carry, on 
the-1921 program. ' The council, 
however, and .the-mayor, are cheer- 
ful. 
They passed the 1921 program, 


carrying with it 
bonds_ totalling 


$166,342, Wednesday night, 
and 


"passed the .buck".-to the finance 
committee to find "ways and means" 
of providing tl)e.money. That com- 
mittee can do nothing but raise the 
rate of- interest to -the limit,- 6 per 
cent, and Jiope for the best* 


It was argued by several aldermen 


that there is nothing to worry about. 
They took the; stand • that always in 
the past the city has had to "take a 
chance" in placing their bonds on 
the market. City Atty. Ryan, how- 
ever, declared | that the situation 
this year is not the. same as in oth- 
er years.

"The city has used up most of thl; 
year's bond-purchasing power with 
last year's bonds." 


Mayor Is Hopeful 


Even1 Mr. Ryan said he did not 


think 5 per cent bonds would sell. 
Mayor Kittleson was of the same 
opinion, but said he believed if the 
rate is; raised to 6 per cent, "the 
bonds will move." 
The city is paying out about 


$175,000 on bonds maturing this 
year, little of which is being re-in- 
vested in city securities. The rea- 
son is clear. It was pointed out at 
tho session that when people can 
purchase second mortgages at'6 
per cent, there is no inducement to 
buy street bonds the only security 
for which is the assessment against 
abutting property owners. 
Even 


bonding houses 
have refused Mr. 


Bunn's offer on this basis. v'They 
demand city liability bonds and re- 
fuse to take them unless the rate is 
6 per cent. 
Mr. Norsman told the council that 


there is no waiting list for bonds 
this year, as has been the case in 
other'seasons. This is taken to in- 
dicate, from another angle, that it 
will be difficult to dispose of the 
1921 series of street bonds.'

Pennsylvania Railroad 


Reduces Its Dividend 


PHILADELPHIA,. Pa. — The 


Pennsylvania Railroad Co. reduced 
ts quarterly dividend to one per- 
cent. The decrease is a quarterly 
reduction of one-half per cent. This 
s the first-time in 22 years the 
'ennsylvania has reduced the an- 
nual dividend basis below 6 per- 
cent.

TO FIGHT FAMINE 


Street Venders Offer Tota- for 


Sale for $1, Says 


American 


Babies from the famine village of 


North China are now being offered 
for sale by street vendors in some 
of, the cities and towns of the repub- 
lic far from the afflicted area. This 
word comes to the Wisconsin com- 
mittee for China Famine Relief, of 
which Prof. Daniel W. Mead, Madi- 
son, is chairman. The committee is 
endeavoring to arouse the state to 
a realization of the destitution in 
that land with which America is now 
so strongly allied. 


While most of the tots in the land 


of the peddlers are girls, many boy 
babies are being sold also, and at 
prices so low that already, the bus- 
iness is not regarded as profitable. 


Writing to the American Ccramit- 


tee for China Famine Relief, whose, 
distribution of food is keeping many 
alive in the stricken provinces, an 
American resident in China, tells of 
examining the baby collection of a 
vendor with his wares at a bridge 
approach in a good sized China city.- 


Wrapped in rags,-and stowed away 


in two big baskets in which he had 
carried them many miles to market, 
hung on the end of his pole; the 
peddler had seven infant*.. Some of 
:hem had been almost starved when 
ie cot them, and had been further 
weakened by -the long journey from 
;heir home villages. 


Two of the babiee were boys, but 


regardless of sex, the price was the 
same one dollar.

Governor's Appointment to 
Conservation Commission 


is Finally Confirmed 


Brayton O. Webster, Delafleld, had 


his appointment as a member of the 
Conservation commission confirmed 
in the Senate Thursday morning by 
a vote of 24 to 7. This was the third 
time that the appointment had been 
considered. 


Previous to the confirmation Sen* 


ator Skogmo offered a bill to strike 
out that part of the statutes that 
requires that not more than two 
members of the Conservation com- 
mission shall be of the same politi- 
cal party.

of Senator Btuber who declared that 
there was not only no necessity for 
such a measure but that .it would 
throw the commission open to be 
made a partisan body with no bars 
in that direction.

He has 
got more stuff that he showed there 
and some fans think he should have 
mixed ' a few rounds at least.

thought the same thing myself bul 
I found out Wednesday that Eddie 
got orders to keep under wraps. 


I have predicted a great fighting 


career for him in my former write- 
ups and I still think that he is the 
best little green fighter that I ever 
saw. Pedder, his manager, told Ed- 
die to play safe on the defensive all 
the way to the finish so that really 
was the wise thine for the kid1 to 
do. Then too, Pedder never 
told 


anyone that Eddie had an awful bad 
shoulder when he entered the ring. 
He was at Dr. Zabm's office the 
morning of the fight for chiroprac- 
tice treatment. The Doctor told me 
that he would have to be treated for 
two" weeks to get rid of the trouble 


So Pedder told him to be careful 


and stay the limit. He told me per- 
sonally that Eddie has more stuff 
than be showed -over at the Park 
and that the kid was excited from 
the coaching of the ring side seats. 
They were telling him to coyer up 
and keep away all the time and he 
did not know whether- it was his 
Manager talking to him or not. 
Pedder had him in perfect condi- 
tion except for his shoulder as Eo> 
die was only tired in the sixth 
round.
